That the sewage m atter from 
the city must he carried olf by a main 
sewer, made for that purpose, is a ne­ 
cessity acknowledged by all. 
Then 
wby delay It ? The health ot the city 
demands it, and the good souse of the 
authorities should not allow it tobe 
delayed one day. 
We know it is a 
difficult and expensive work, hut it 
will cost no more now than it will a 
year hence. Our credit is good, and 
ten year bonds can be readily sold at 
full prices to meet the expense. Many 
of our citizens below town are com­ 
pelled to use zanja water for domestic 
purposes. 


Rents. 


It is astonishing itow rents keep up. 
Notwithstanding the unprecedented 
(lumber of buildings that have been 
put up in tliis city during the lust six 
months, rents are still rising. 
It 
speaks well for the prospects of the 
city, but it is awful ou poor tenants. 
We rejoice at the prosperity of our 
property holders and hope they may 
always realize a fair percentage on 
their investment, but they must re­ 
member that there is such a thing as 
over-shooting the mark. 
It is the 
working, Industrious class of people 
that malte t lie prosperity of a cl y, 
and so long as the expense of living 
falls below the income, they will con- 
tiuue to pour into the city. But when 
the expense of living consumes all 
they can earn, leaving nothing to lay 
up for a rainy day, immigration stops. 
The property owners are always more 
directly interested in the growth of a 
city than any other class; therefore, 
they should be careful to so adjust 
their rents as to encourage immigra­ 
tion. 
Many cities have received a 
terrible backset by acting upon the 
pian of the old adage, “ killing the 
goose that laid the golden egg.” There 
is no better Investment in California 
thau that of putting up buildings in 
Los Angeles. There has never been u 
tim e when a fair rent could not be ob­ 
tained for comfortable buildings, and 
now it is simply “ask and receive.”

S a m W a r d — the immortal uncle 


s a m ! Though full of the extreme in­ 
fluences of Europeau civilization, he 
is a thoroughly American product. 
His life is a perfect epic iu its way. 
Once a wealthy banker, he is a jtenni- 
less politician now. 
The widower of 
two wives, he is to all iutents and 
purposes ati old bachelor; he looks like 
one and lives like one. It is said there 
is a poetical sensuality about his name 
that makes a Senator, or Congress­ 
m an's mouth water. 
They associate 
it with ortoldus, 
truffeed capons, 
cauvtts-backs and pámpanos, of Bur­ 
gundy and old Bordeaux, with a gold­ 
en bowl full of Cognac. 
Though peu- 
niless be occupies a position.and exer­ 
cises a certain influence in the affairs 
of the nation. 
He has occupied posi­ 
tions of trust and honor in different 
countries but is the same veritable 
S a m W a r d in every place — good 
hearted, jolly, quick of perception, 
with a wonderful memory, and has a 
knack of making himself agreeable to 
everybody, treating everybody alike 
and curing for nobody in particular. 
Many statements have been made as 
to his career in W ashington, but all 
more or less incorrect. 
His own ac­ 
count, as given to a New York re­ 
porter is to the effect that he came to 
Washington in 1865 in behalf of the 
New’ York bankers, to aid in procur­ 
ing the passage of Mr. H u g h MoCUl- 


l o u q h ’s contraction bill. He brought 
$1,000 in his pocket with permission 
to draw for as much more as the ne­ 
cessity of the case required. 
He did 
draw for $12,000 more and the bill was 
passed to the satisfaction of the bauk- 
ers. This was a new occupation to 
8 a m , and his stock in trade consisted 
of a pliable conscience, a pleasant 
temperament, a good knowledge of 
liumau nature and a fine gastronomi- 
cal taste.

been drunk :liey not only shook hauds with 
each other, but were ready to drink Brihler- 
tehajt. It is m y usual policy not only to be 
friends with everybody but to reconcile those 
who show any Inclination to quarrel am ong 
them selves; and there is no better m eans oi 
doing so than by giving them a fine m eal and 
fine wines. 
In a lew days I had another party of twelve, 
und then another. The subject 1 was inter­ 
ested in was thoroughly discussed at these 
dinners, and the bill passed by a m ajority <>r 
seven votes. It was not a great victory, but it 
was a great success for me, for It was the first 
experim ent, (Subsequently I cam e every year 
U> W ashington, and had ulw ays two or three 
affairs of th at sort on haud. One of them , 
am ong others, was the lottery tux, where I 
acted on behalf ot John Morrlsey, who pre­ 
sented the rather exceptional sight of a m a n 
exerting his best efforts to be taxed, knowing, 
of course, that none of his com petitors could 
afford to pay the lax and th a t by lis being 
Imposed he would rem ain alm ost alone In the 
field.

CO LU M N. 


[Edited I>y the Teachers of the Public Schools 
of Los Angeles county.] 


Form ot Monthly Reports. 


E d ito r s E d u c a tio n a l C o lu m n 
.H brat.D: I have for some timo medi­ 
tated a contribution to your column, 
aud now attempt to comply. On the 
last day of the last Teacher’s Institute 
a call was made, without previous no­ 
tice, for opinions and suggestions on 
the subject of monthly reports on the 
standing .of pupils in the schools. Ac­ 
cording to'm y recollection, specimen 
cards of two different kinds were ex­ 
plained. 
I had then in use iu my 
school, a system differing entirely 
from those, which I did not bring for­ 
ward for the reason that I was the 
only teacher, as far as I knew, who 
used it, and I had exhibited it to one 
teacher, who did not approve of it. 
However, I should have exhibited it, 
if I had had one of my cards with 
me.Without further preface, I will pro­ 
ceed to explain my system, which, 
however,.I do not claim as entirely 
original. It is, iu fact, a leaf from 
Bancroft’s “ Pupils’ Diary,” adapted 
to the purpose of a monthly report. 
I had used Bancroft’s “Pupils’ Diary” 
with good results aud witli these ob­ 
jections: it was put up in pamphlet 
form with pages for ten months, which 
necessitated such long continued 
handling that, with the majority of 
pupils, they became disgustingly 
soiled and in many cases came to 
pieces. 
. 
My system is a diary for one month, 
combined with a report of attendance, 
deportment and scholarship in each 
separate brunch pursued. 
It is so 
ruled iu vertical columns as to give a 
column for each school day iu the 
mouth, witli a column for totals and 
one for per cents at the right hand, 
and one for the branches pursued ou 
the left liund margin. In the vertical 
columns the pupil places, after each 
recitation, the number of credits au­ 
thorized by the teacher, the standard 
of perfection being five. It will be 
seen that if the pupil is in attendance 
without loss of time and has perfect 
lessons, his total will be 100 in each 
branch; as, also, in attendance, aud 
his percentage will correspond with 
his total. In short, every teacher or 
other person who will look at the diary 
with interest cau easily understand 
the standing of a pupil in every point 
of which it is important to he in­ 
formed. 
At the bottom of the diary the 
teacher informs the parent the num­ 
ber of days school was kept open dur­ 
ing the mouth reported, the number 
of days the pupil attended, and the 
number of days the pupil was late. 
This diary, after the totals and per 
cents are made up and other blauks 
filled, is sent to the parents for their 
instruction aud signature, the signa­ 
ture of the parents being simply an 
evidence that the parents have looked 
at it. The teacher is thus enabled to 
lay before the parents each month au 
flppiirato aooount of cauli liny H WOfR 
of his child, kept by his child’s own 
hand, which adds very materially to 
the usefulness of this system. 
For what if at first, it is soiled, and 
the figures are large and awkardly 
made, “ My child did this work with 
with its own child’s hand;*’ “ aud it 
is signed by its teacher; it is a faith­ 
ful exponent of what lie is doing every 
day when he is away from me.” How 
anxiously the loving mother will look 
for marks of improvement in the 
Monthly Report! How carefully the 
child or youth will keep his diary and 
guard it from dust and drops of ink 
that will sometimes unaccountably 
run down of the pen! 
While using this diary I keep no 
class book, except one in the form of 
a diary. I have a stone book slate of 
suitable size; and, cutting the list of 
studies printed on the left hand mar- 
fin of a blank diary in proper shape, 
stick it on the top of a page of the 
slate, leaving sufficient margin on the 
left for the names of the members of 
the class whose diary I keep on that 
page. Thus, after a recitation is fin­ 
ished aud the credits awarded I open 
to the diary ot the class, and, in the 
column for the branch in hand, I enter 
the credits awarded _to each pupil. 
The use of this class' diary is, to cor­ 
rect any errors the pupils may make, 
and to keep acoount of deportment 
tardiness. Before dismissing school I 
open my diary and call the roll of the 
roll of classes, and each pupil answers 
by giving a report of the credits en­ 
tered in nis diary for his lesson; at 
which time I give him his credits in 
deportment and he enters them on 
his diary. 
Iu the morning the class diary of 
the previous day is rubbed out and 
you begin with a class slate. 
I claim that this is a much handier 
system than the class-book system, 
requiring lees work, and bringing the 
whole into a more compact form. It 
secures emulation in a greater degree, 
the pupils are at all times perfectly 
iuformed bow they stand; anu proper­ 
ly used, must secure habits of neat­ 
ness in the use of the pen. 
The parents appreciate it, as bring­ 
ing them into an intimate relation 
with the school, and as giving them 
positive information of the work of 
their children in school. 
But its use is necessarily limited to 
the class of the first aud second grudes. 
Indeed, I have found it quiet imprac­ 
ticable to grade the recitations of the 
lower classes; and content myself with 
good deportment and attention. 
I send you inclosed some copies of 
my Diary and Report that you may 
pass your judgment upon its merits, 
and, if you consider it worth your 
while, I would be glad to have your 
opinion on it. 
W. 8. R ea v is, 
Los Nietos, Cal., April 8th, 1885. 
At the last Teachers’ Examinat ion in 
San Francisco there were forty uine 
applicants for certificates, of whom 
twenty-four failed entirely. 
Only 
sev$n first grade certificates were 
grafted. So far as heard from there 
was a general failure throughout the 
State, A few more such examinations 
will greatly diminish the number of 
of teachers. While we are iu favor 
of a high standard of qualifications 
we think that the State Board of Ex­ 
amination should exercise more judg­ 
ment in preparing questions. 
i A bill to exclude the Bible from 
the public schools has been introduced 
in the Illinois Assembly. The Chica­ 
go Post and Mail says in regard to i t : 
“ If the general effect of reading the 
Bible in schools is favorable to virtue, 
sohriety, honesty, obedience to law, 
patrotism and other virtues which 
unite to make a good citizen, the duty 
of Qie State is to see that is U read to 
the youth, no matter whether the im­ 
mediate effect be to build up or pull 
down ¡any given theological creed.”

Council of the City ol Los Angeles, as 
follows: 
Section 1. Thai Olive street, from Second 
to Third streets, shall be graded anil im ­ 
proved in tbe m anner following, to-wit: The 
road-bed, Including gutters on each side, shut I 
be sixty ieet In width, and, excepting gutters, 
to be cut down or tilled In and covered with 
cement gravel to the depth of eight inches so 
that when so covered the centre of ihe street 
.ball conform with the established grade aud 
to leave a slope from the centre towards the 
gutters on eltder side of one foot lu thirty feet. 
The gutters on each side of the street shall 
be four feet wide and paved witli granite cob­ 
ble stones 8 Inches long, the center of the gut­ 
ters to be 9 Inches aud the sides to be 7 Inches 
below the top of the sidewalk und of a con­ 
cave shape and to be well set in the clay and 
rammed. 
The sidewalks on each side of the street 
shall be ten feet wide und (Died in or cut 
down to six inches below tbe established 
grade at the curb, with an Incline towards the 
curb, aud then to be tilled in with gravel to 
the depth ol four incites. 
The curb shall be of 3x12 redwood, spiked to 
posts of redwood 4x4 incites and 3 feet long 
set In the ground two feet und the inside of 
the curb. Bald posts to be 4 feel apart. The 
top of the curb to be placed two Inches below 
the grade. 
The work to be completed within ninety (90) 
days after the adoption of this resolution. 
The Clerk o‘ the Common Council shall 
certify to tlie passage ol this resolution, and 
shall cause the same to be published once in 
English in the Los Angeles D aily Hekald, 
and once lu Bpunisli in La Crónica,and there­ 
upon und thereafter it shall take effect and 
be in force.
